sons that  may  be  aggrieved  shall  have  the  same  right  of  appeal 
as  is  provided  for  in  said  ordinance — and  the  register  and  col- 
lector of  the  city  shall  perform  the  same  duties  and  be  entitled 
to  the  same  pro-rata  compensation  for  such  services  as  is 
provided  in  the  ordinance  aforesaid. 

And  be  it  further  enacted  and  ordained,  That  in  no 
event  shall  the  mayor  and  city  council  of  Baltimore  be  respon- 
sible for  any  expenses,  cost  or  charges  relating  to  or  connected 
with  the  said  opening  of  Lombard  street.

An  Ordinance  to  prohibit  the  sale   of  Loco-foco  or  Lucifer  Matches 
in  the  public  Streets,  Lanes  or  Alleys  of  the  City  of  Baltimore. 

Sale  of  loco-  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
foco  matches  of  Baltimore,  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  or 
prohibited.  persons  to  expose  or  offer  for  sale  in  any  of  the  public  streets, 
lanes  or  alleys  of  the  city  of  Baltimore,  or  in  any  other  place 
than  a  store  or  shop  for  which  the  owner  thereof  holds  a 
license  for,  any  loco-foco  or  lucifer  matches,  or  other  matches 
from  which  fire  may  be  created  by  friction,  and  any  person  or 
persons  offending  against  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance 
shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  five  dollars ;  the  same  to  be 
recovered  and  appropriated  as  other  fines  are  recovered  and 
appropriated.

like  character  in  this  country  and  elsewhere,  as  he  individu- 
ally, or  a  majority  of  the  said  board,  shall  deem  necessary,  for 
the  purpose  of  procuring  and  imparting  information  on  the 
general  subject  of  municipal  sanatary  regulations. 

Sec  4.  That  in  consideration  of  the  duties  herein  required 
of  the  president  of  the  board,  and  in  order  to  secure  from  time 
to  time,  to  the  health  department  of  the  city  the  best  profes- 
sional services,  the  said  president  shall  be  entitled  to  and 
receive,  in  addition  to  the  salary  allowed  to  each  of  the  other 
commissioners  of  health,  an  annual  compensation  of  two  hun- 
dred and  fifty  dollars.

B90TS  shall  have  and  exercise  all  the  powers  granted  to  the 
commissioners  of  tax  and  the  assessors,  under  the  ordinance 
aforesaid,  and  the  supplement  thereto,  and  that  they  shall 
receive  as  a  compensation  for  their  services,  the  sum  of  eight 
hundred  dollars  each. 

And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  said  Duties  of 
assessors  shall  meet  on  the  first  Monday  in  May,  1839,  and  assessors,

That  from  and 
after  the  first  Monday  in  January,  in  each  and  every  year,  the 
valuation  of  the  property,  both  real  and  personal,  as  it  shall 
then  appear  upon  the  books  of  the  assessors,  shall  be  final  and 
conclusive,  and  shall  constitute  the  basis  upon  which  the 
taxes  to  be  collected  by  the  corporation,  for  the  ensuing  year 
shall  be  assessed  and  levied.

An  Ordinance  to  change  the  location  of  Hamburg  street  from  Williams 
street  to  Covington  street. 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  Joseph  Turner,  Jr.  David  Carson, 
Joseph  K.  Stapleton,  William  Heald  and  Henry  R.  Curley,  or 
a  majority  of  them  be,  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  a  board 
of  commissioners  to  change  the  location  of  Hamburg  street, 
from  Williams  to  Covington  street,  as  the  same  was  located  by 
the  commissioners  appointed  by  an  act  of  the  general  assem- 
bly of  Maryland,  entitled,  'an  act  to  extend  streets,  lanes  and 
alleys  in  the  city  of  Baltimore,'  passed  at  December  session, 
in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  seventeen,  and  to  locate  the 
same  according  to  the  lines,  courses,  and  distances,  metes  and 
bounds  laid  down  and  described  in  a  plat  endorsed  Hamburg 
street,  made  and  executed  by  A.  J.  &  D.  Bouldin;  which  said 
plat  is  hereby  directed  to  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  register  of 
the  city. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  said  commis- 
sioners or  a  majority  of  them,  after  giving  ten  days'  notice  in 
two  of  the  newspapers  published  in  the  city  of  Baltimore, 
shall  proceed  to  ascertain  what  damages  will  be  sustained  by 
the  owners  of  property  lying  within  or  adjacent  to  said  street, 
by  reason  of  the  change  of  location  thereof  and  of  the  opening 
thereof,  taking  into  consideration  all  advantages  and  disad- 
vantages.

Whereas,  in  consideration  of  the  sum  of  ten  thousand 
dollars,  payable  in  account  of  paving  as  hereinafter  specified, 
and  subject  to  the  terms  and  conditions  hereinafter  mentioned, 
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James   Canny  and  Samuel  Canby  have  offered  to  convey  to  Public  square. 

the.  mayor  and   city  council  of  Baltimore   for  a  public  square, 

and  as  such   by  this  corporation   to  be  laid  out,  embellished, 

and  tor  ever  kept,  all  that  piece  of  ground  within  the  limits  of 

the   city  of  Baltimore,  bounded  by  Fayette  and    Lexington, 

and  Carey  and  Calhoun  streets  ;  and  whereas  said  offer  has 

been  accepted  by  this  corporation,  therefore, 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City  J.  &  s.  Canby 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  this  corporation  hereby,  in  consi-  to  convey-

Third.  That  the  said  additions  to  said  streets,  respectively,

making  such  assignment  of  the  said  trust  as  may  best  conduce 
to  effect  the  charitable  wishes  of  the  generous  donor, 

Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore,  That  all  the  powers  and  authority  which  this 
corporation  may  or  could  lawfully  exercise,  or  assign  to  others 
to  exercise,  in  virtue  of  the  devise  aforesaid,  be,  and  the  same 
are  hereby  assigned  to  the  trustees  for  the  poor  of  Baltimore 
city  and  county,  to  be  by  them  exercised,  through  the  mana-

or  adjacent  to  said  city,  for  which  such  owner,  or  possessor, 
ought  to  be  compensated,  or  ought  to  pay  a  compensation, 
and  to  provide  for  assessing  and  levying  either  generally,  on 
the  whole  assessable  property  within  said  city,  or  specially  on 
the  property  of  persons  benefitted,  the  whole,  or  any  part  of 
the  amount  of  damages  and  expenses  which  they  shall  ascer- 
tain will  be  incurred  in  locating,  opening,  extending,  widening, 
straightening,  or  closing  up  the  whole,  or  any  part  of  any 
street,  square,  lane,  or  alley,  in  said  city ;  to  provide  for 
granting  appeals  to  Baltimore  city  court,  from  the  decisions  of 
any  commissioners,  or  other  persons  appointed  in  virtue  of  any 
ordinance,  to  ascertain  the  damage  which  will  be  caused,  or 
the  benefit  which  will  accrue  to  the  owners,  or  possessors,  of 
ground  or  improvements  by  locating,  opening,  extending, 
widening,  straightening,  or  closing  up,  in  whole,  or  in  part, 
any  street,  square,  lane,  or  alley,  within  said  city,  and  for 
securing  to  every  such  owner  and  possessor  the  right,  on 
application  within  a  reasonable  time,  to  have  decided,  by  a 
jury  trial,  whether  any  damage  has  been  caused,  or  any 
benefit  has  accrued  to  them,  and  to  what  amount;  to  provide 
for  collecting  and  paying  over  the  amount  of  compensation 
adjudged  to  each  person  entitled,  or  investing  it  in  stock  of 
the  said  corporation,  bearing  an  interest  of  five  per  cent,  per 
annum,  for  the  use  of  any  of  such  persons,  who,  because  of 
their  infancy,  absence  from  the  city,  or  any  other  cause,  may

First  and  Second  Branches  of  the  City  Council : 

In  addressing  you  at  the  commencement  of  your  annual  session, 
on  the  general  state  of  the  city  aflairs,  at  so  short  a  period  after 
assuming  the  duties  of  Mayor,  I  feel  sensibly  the  want  of  that 
intimate  knowledge  of  the  aflairs  of  the  corporation,  that  more  expe- 
rience will  impart.  My  present  report  is  therefore,  founded  upon 
the  information  derived  principally  from  the  official  statements  and 
returns  of  the  city  ollicers.  These  statements  and  returns  are 
annexed,  as  a  part  of  this  report,  and  will  be  found  to  contain  par- 
ticular and  satisfactory  details  of  valuable  information  of  the  several 
subjects  of  which  they  treat,  embracing  all  those  of  great  importance 
to  the  welfare  of  the  citizens  of  Baltimore,  as  being  intimately  con- 
nected with  the  regulations  of  the  public  aifairs  of  this  city.  Some 
remarks  and  suggestions  have  occurred  to  me,  while  examining  the 
documents  referred  to,  and  reflecting  on  the  information  thus  derived, 
which  I  deem  proper  to  communicate  to  you,  in  connection  with  a 
brief  notice  of  some  of  the  contents. 

A  deep  sense  of  gratitude  to  Divine  Providence,  will  be  felt  by 
every   reflecting  citizen  on   examining  the    reports   and    statements 
of  the  Commissioners  of  Health,  their  Consulting    Physician  and 
II     llh  ofliccr — they  furnish  the  gratifying  information  that  our  citi- 
zens generally,  during  the  last  year,  have  been  more  than  usually- 
free  from  attacks  of  diseases  fatal   in   their   termination,  and   that  the 
number  of  deaths  amounted  to  twenty-six  hundred  and  ninety 
being  fewer  by  twenty-three,  than  during  the  preceding  year.     In 
Hfccting  on  the  great  importance  oi  u^inir  the  most  ellicient  means 
of  preserving  the  health   of  the   citizens,   I  have  come  to  tho  eon 
.  m,  that  it  would  he  highly  beneficial   to  make  a  change  m  the 
Hpmization,  the  power-,  and   tin-  dm,.  ,  <<i    the   Commi>M"iicrs  of 
[Health;  and   in  a  few   days  I  shall   H-commend   this  suhjiri  to 
attention,  by  a  special  and  more  detailed  communication.     It  il  pro 
per  for  me  here  to  mention,  as  essentially  connected  with  the  above 
important  subject,  and  deeply  affecting  the  comfort  and  Down  mciicc 
ir  fellow-citizens,  and  the  appearance  and  character  of  oui  city, 
that  the  existing  system  of  cleaning  the  streets,  or  more  coriectly 
1 
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speaking  of  preventing  the  existence  in  them  of  disagreeable  nui- 
sances, appears  to  me,  from  my  brief  experience,  to  be  radically 
defective,  and  I  shall  also  respectfully  invite  your  attention  to  this 
part  of  the  subject.

accurate  of  the  money  received  and  expended  for  each  of  those  insti- 
tutions, in  which  the  city  is  jointly  interested  with  Baltimore  county.

An  examination  of  the  Report  oi  the  Trustees  tor  the  Poor  of 
Baltimore  city  and  county,  discloses  the  fact,  that  a  large  proportion 
of  the  paupers  supported  there  at  a  heavy  expense  to  the  city,  have 
immigrated,  or  have  been  brought  here  from  other  places,  some  of 
tiiem  from  other  counties  m  tins  state,  some  from  other  slates  in  the 
Inn.  -  ..  anl  many  from  Europe  and  other  foreign  countries. 
Although  the  uion  of  tli«-  city  hive  not  tin*  power  to  remedy 

this  serious  evil,  or  even  to  mitigate  it,  as  the  alms  house  <>f  the  city 
and  county  h  wholly  regulated  and  governed  hv  the  iium.ts.  owlet 


the  provisions  of  laws  passed  by  the  state  legislature,  yet  it  cannot 
be  doubted,  that  such  redress,  as  is  consistent  with  justice,  would  be 
promptly  granted,  on  the  application  of  the  mayor  and  city  council, 
which  1  recommend  should  be  made  during  the  present  session.  It 
"would  also  be  attended  with  many  advantages,  if  a  building  of  the 
description  of  a  House  of  Industry  were  connected  with  the  Alms 
House,  in  which  it  should  be  lawful  and  made  the  duty  of  the  trus- 
tees to  confine  at  labour  all  persons  adjudged  or  sentenced  by  any 
lawful  authority  to  perform  any  work,  labour  or  service,  under  the 
direction  of  the  Trustees  for  the  Poor  for  Baltimore  city  and  county, 
and  all  persons  whom  the  trustees  are,  by  law,  entitled  to  retain 
under  their  care. 

The  statement  in  the  Report  of  the  Visitors  of  the  Jail,  that  four 
hundred  and  eighty-nine  persons,  within  the  last  year  were  confined 
in  prison,  as  debtors,  and  among  them  two  hundred  and  thirty,  whose 
debts  severally  did  not  exceed  ten  dollars,  and  eight  that  did  not 
amount  to  one  dollar,  necessarily  invites  attention  to  a  consideration  of 
that  relick  of  ancient  barbarism  and  outrage  upon  the  rights  of  free 
men,  imprisonment  for  debt.  It  is  a  stain  of  deep  reproach  to  the 
legislation  of  Maryland,  that  the  law  should,  in  any  instance,  punish 
poverty  and  misfortune  with  as  much  severity,  as  breaches  of  the 
public  peace,  accompanied  by  personal  outrage.  The  laws  of  this  state 
it  is  believed,  provide  amply  for  securing  to  creditors  all  the  property, 
rights  and  claims  of  their  debtors,  and  for  punishing  with  due  severity 
all  frauds  practised  by  dishonest  debtors;  if  there  are  any  defects 
in  this  respect,  let  them  be  rendered  more  perfect  and  even  more 
severe.  No  good  citizen  will  object  to  have  them  rigidly  executed, 
but  certainly,  there  is  none  deserving  of  the  title  of  humane,  who 
would  not  wish  to  prevent  the  occurrence,  even  in  a  single  instance, 
of  the  imprisonment  of  an  innocent  and  impoverished  debtor,  at  the 
will  of  a  selfish  and  unfeeling  creditor.  Even  on  the  score  of  policy, 
it  is  a  matter  of  deep  interest  to  the  city,  that  so  many  persons 
should  not  be  prevented  from  labouring  for  the  support  of  themselves, 
and  probably  in  many  instances  of  families,  that  by  their  imprison- 
ment are  deprived  of  the  principal  source  of  support.  Experience 
has  also  for  a  number  of  years  uniformly  proved,  that  no  beneficial 
result  has  been  produced  by  the  practice,  which  has  caused  so  much 
injury  and  distress.  It  will  be  seen  by  the  report  above  referred  to, 
that  of  four  hundred  and  eighty-nine  debtors  imprisoned,  only  fifty- 
eight  paid  the  debt  for  which  they  were  committed;  and  I  am  satis- 
fied from  strict  inquiries  made,  that  the  whole  amount  of  money 
recovered  by  imprisoning  debtors,  for  a  number  of  years  past,  has 
not  equalled  the  amount  of  the  legal  costs  incurred,  in  the  aggregate, 
by  their  creditors.  Humanity,  justice,  policy,  therefore,  all  unite  to 
urge  the  abolishment  of  imprisonment  for  debt  in  Maryland,  as  it 
has  been  already  in  many  of  the  states  in  the  Union,  and  recently  in 
England — and  I  therefore  respectfully  ask  the  councils  of  the  city  to 
unite  with  me  in  recommending  it  in  the  most  forcible  manner  to 
the  consideration  of  the  present  general  assembly  of  Maryland. 

The  Report  of  the  Commissioners  of  Public  Schools  will  afford 
sincere  pleasure  to  every  parent  and  philanthropist  in  our  city.  The 
nourishing  state  of  these   valuable   institutions  reflect  the  highest 
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credit  on  the  judicious  and  respectable  citizens,  whose  talents,  assi- 
duity and  perseverance  have  improved  and  perfected  the  system, now 
so  successful ly  prosecuted,  and  entitles  them  to  the  sincere  thanks 
of  their  fellow-citizens. 

It  is  ot  such  vital  importance  to  the  commerce  of  our  city,  to  pre- 
serve the  approach  to  its  harbour  during  the  winter,  free  from  obstruc- 
tion by  ice,  that  the  means  of  securing  this  very  desirable  object 
should  be  as  ample  ami  efficient  as  it  is  reasonably  in  our  power  to 
provide.  Although  the  valuable  steamboat  Relief,  constructed  lor 
the  purpose,  has  proved  competent  on  repeated  trials  to  effect  the 
object  to  an  extent  highly  satisfactory,  it  is,  by  many  of  our  judi- 
cious citizens,  deemed  not  only  prudent,  but  necessary  to  secure 
confidence  abroad  in  those  with  whom  it  is  beneficial  for  our  mer- 
chants to  have  uninterrupted  intercourse,  that  another  boat  of  greater 
power  should  be  provided,  to  be  ready  in  case  of  accident,  to  perform 
the  whole  duty  of  keeping  our  navigation  iree  from  obstruction,  and 
to  assist  when  advisable,  to  perforin  it  more  speedily  and  effectually 
than  it  can  be  done  by  a  single  boat.  Concurring  in  this  opinion,  I 
respectfully  recommend  to  you  an  early  consideration  of  this  subject, 
as  one  which  is  calculated  to  continue  the  spirit  of  business  and 
employment  through  that  portion  of  the  year,  which  from  the  cessa- 
tion of  commercial  enterprise  is  too  frequently  dull,  and  unproductive 
to  the  labouring  classes  of  the  community. 

It  is  a  source  of  gratification  for  me  to  report  that  the  success  of 
our  internal  improvement  system  is  now  placed  beyond  the  reach  of 
doubt ;  the  citizens  of  Haltimore  supported  that  system  in  its  infancy, 
sustained  it  under  discouragements,  of  no  ordinary  character,  and 
now  have  the  sure  prospect  of  receiving  a  rich  reward  for  their 
exertions. 

The  Report  of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Rail  Road  Company  pre- 
sents the  gratifying  fact,  that  during  the  last  fiscal  year,  the  receipts 
exceeded  the  expenses,  and  for  the  ensuing  year,  it  is  confidently 
anticipated  that  the  expenses  will  be  still  less,  while  the  facilities 
for  transportation  will  be  greatly  increased,  by  the  substitution  of 
practicable  grades  in  place  of  the  inclined  planes.  The  amount  of 
business  now  transacted  on  this  road,  justifies  the  opinion,  that  when 
it  reaches  the  valley  of  the  Ohio,  the  most  sanguine  anticipations  of 
its  projectors  will  be  realized  ;  that  portion  of  the  road  between  llar- 
;  Ferry  and   Cumberland,   will  be   put   under   contract  in   the 

■pring,  and  will  soon  he  finished. 

The  prospects  of  the  early  or  late  completion  of  the  Tide  Watei 
canal,  depends  upon  the  supply  of  funds;  if  these  he  available, 
boats  will  piss  fxom  Columbia  to  Havre  de  Grace  in  the  month  oi 
July  next;  it',  however,  the  company  he  compelled  to  suspend  Op  ra 
tions  for  want  of  funds,  the  period  of  completion  must  bo  postponed 
and  rendered  a  matter  of  uncertainty — if  the  labourers  be  permitted 
to  disperse,  there  will  bo  difficulty  and  loss  of  time  in  again  collect- 
ing them,  which   disadvantage  will   be  increased   by  the  bail  ropin  i 

tion  of  the  line,  as  regards  health.     The  amount  ot  money  expended 

is  one  million  eight  hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  m  the  opinion  of 
the  chief  engineer,  the  work  is  throe-fourths  finished.  The  Tide 
Water  canal  is  constructed  in  the  most  durable  manner,  with  double 
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locks,  and  a  capacity  much  greater  than  that  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Canal,  with  which  it  connects.  Its  supply  of  water  is  inexhaus- 
tible, being  derived  from  the  Susquehanna  river,  by  a  dam  at  Colum- 
bia. At  this  late  period  it  would  be  needless  for  me  to  speak  of  the 
importance  of  this  great  work,  or  of  the  probable  safety  of  the 
investment  the  city  of  Baltimore  has  made — gentlemen  acquainted 
with  the  resources  of  the  Susquehanna  region,  state  that  the  supply 
of  coal,  lumber  and  iron  alone,  will  be  proportionate  to  the  capacity 
of  the  canal  to  transport  these  products  to  their  natural  market. 

In  December  last,  the  Baltimore  and  Susquehanna  rail  road  was 
completed  to  the  depot  in  the  borough  of  York,  and  since  that  time 
it  has  been  extended  into  the  city  of  Baltimore  along  North  as  far  as 
the  north  side  of  Saratoga  street ;  the  remaining  link  between  York 
and  Wrightsville  is  ready  for  laying  rails,  and  the  long  desired  com- 
munication with  the  Susquehanna  river,  may  take  place  in  the  ensuing 
summer.  Arrangements  are  now  making  by  two  transportation  com- 
panies to  run  daily  lines  to  Pittsburg  on  the  opening  of  the  canal 
navigation  in  the  spring.  The  partial  experience  afforded  since  the 
opening  of  the  road,  confirms  the  opinion  that  when  it  reaches  the 
contemplated  points  on  the  river  Susquehanna,  it  will  not  only  prove 
highly  advantageous  to  the  citizens  of  Baltimore  generally,  but  will 
pay  the  interest  on  the  loans  made  by  the  city  and  state.  (A  copy 
of  a  letter  to  the  governor,  and  a  letter  from  the  President  of  the 
Susquehanna  rail  road  is  enclosed.) 

A  survey  was  made  during  the  last  summer,  by  Col.  Abert,  to' 
determine  the  practicability  of  a  northern  route  for  a  canal  between 
Baltimore  and  the  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  canal,  in  which  the  state  is 
deeply  interested.  The  result  of  this  survey  sustains  the  opinion  here- 
tofore expressed,  that  there  is  a  route  exclusively  in  Maryland,  and 
practicable  as  regards  a  due  supply  of  water. 

I  have  received  a  communication  from  a  highly  respectable  citizen 
of  Baltimore,  stating  the  fact,  that  he  and  a  few  other  citizens  have 
been  exerting  themselves  to  ascertain  whether  funds  could  be  obtained 
by  voluntary  subscription  to  establish  a  soup  house,  for  the  purpose 
of  supplying  an  agreeable  and  wholesome  food  to  poor  families,  who 
have  need  of  assistance  during  the  winter;  that  they  have  obtained 
subscriptions  which  were  cheerfully  given,  to  the  amount  of  five 
hundred  dollars;  and  have  reason  to  believe  that  the  amotfht  would 
be  increased  if  necessary.  It  is  stated  in  the  communication,  that,  the 
proposed  charity  being  intended  for  general  benefit,  it  was  deemed 
proper  to  apply  to  the  constituted  authorities  for  advice  and  assistance 
to  extend  its  benefits  to  every  part  of  the  city.  Documents  accom- 
panying the  communication  explain  in  a  lucid  and  satisfactory  man- 
ner the  mode  which  has  been  practised  in  Philadelphia  for  conducting 
a  similar  charity,  which  it  appears  has  been  attended  with  a  most 
beneficial  result.  I  have  deemed  it  proper  to  call  your  attention  to 
this  most  benevolent  design,  which  is  well  calculated,  at  a  small 
expense,  with  the  aid  of  the  charitably  disposed  citizens  in  each  ward, 
to  relieve  and  prevent  much  distress  during  the  inclement  season, 
which  now  exists,  and  will  probably  continue  for  several  weeks. 
The  documents  handed  to  me  will  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  any 


committee  which  you  may  think  pro  per  to  appoint,  to  take  the  sub- 
ject into  consideration. 

have  been  incurred,  under  the  authority  of  an  act 

sembly  for  regulating  hackney  coaches;  and  also  under  another 

act  for  registering  the  names  vi  persons   entitled  to  vote  at  elections 

in  the  city,  for  the  payment  of  which  it  will  be  necessary  to  make  a 

special  apprqpriation. 

Difficulties  in  regulating  the  conduct  of  some  of  the  drivers  of 
hackney  coaches,  might  be  removed,  or  remedied,  if  each  of  them 
pM  required  to  obtain  a  license  before  lie  could  act  as  a  driver  of  a 
hackney  carriage — and  provision  should  be  made  that  each  driver's 
license  be  revoked  for  any  improper  conduct,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
mayor. 

There  has  been  no  provision  made  for  a  number  of  years  past  to 
number  the  new  buildings  erected  in  the  city,  or  to  restore  the  num- 
bers in  those  cases,  where  they  have  been  removed  or  obliterated ; 
much  inconvenience  and  perplexity  has  thereby  been  caused  from 
the  ditliculty  of  designating,  with  sufficient  accuracy  the  place  of 
residence  or  business  of  many  of  the  citizens.  It  is  recommended 
that  some  provision  of  a  permanent  character  be  made  by  ordinance 
to  remedy  this  defect. 

It  is  represented  to  me,  that  the  Belle  Air  market  house  requires  to 
be  enlarged,  to  accommodate  as  well  the  sellers  as  purchasers,  who 
are  in  the  habit  of  resorting  to  it.  I  respectfully  ask  your  attention  to 
this  subject  and  also  to  the  situation  of  the  Hollins  street  market 
house,  which  was  nearly  destroyed  by  a  tornado  in  June  last. 

In  pursuance  of  resolution  No.  50,  approved  lSth  April,  1S3S, 
directing  the  mayor  to  open  a  negociation  with  the  owners  of  property 
on  Light  and  William  streets,  south  of  Warren  street,  and  ascertain  at 
what  prices  they  are  willing  to  sell,  per  front  foot,  for  the  erection  of  a 
market  house,  I  have  corresponded  with  those  owners  and  now 
transmit  to  you  all  the  answers  received  from  them,  and  a  small  plat 
showing  the  property  owned  by  each  person. 

The  appropriations  made  for  taking  up  hogs,  and  for  destroying 
dogs,  have  proved  to  be  inadequate  to  eilect  the  object.  It  appears 
to  me  well  deserving  the  consideration  of  the  councils,  whether  it 
would  not  be  advisable  either  to  permit  both  those  animals  to  go 
unrestrained  throughout  the  city  at  all  seasons  of  the  year,  or 
banish  them  entirely  from  it. 

In  the  performance  of  the  duty  of  the  mayor,  to  'see  that  the  ordi- 
nances are  duly  and  faithfully  executed, '  I  hare  already  experienced 
some  diliiculties  of  an  unpleasant  character,  but  none  which  has 
indicated  a  disposition  on  the  part  of  any  citizen  wilfully  to 
disobey  the  laws, — the  diliiculties  have  principally  resulted  from 
requiring  the  performance,  by  the  citizens,  of  certain  duties  impoeed 
by  ordinances,  which  have  been  for  some  tune  permitted  to  remain 
unenforced,  until   they  ha  at  measure   consider' 

d<a<l  Utters.     I  have,  therefore,  in  every  instance  deemed  it  proper, 
before  imposing  any  penalty  for  disobeyii  fleeted  ordinance, 

d  it  to  be  published  in  the  several  newspapers  for  the  in li 'Filia- 
tion of  the  citizens.  It  is  not  improbable  that  there  may  be  many 
ordinances,  which  require  to  be  altered  or  repealed,  and  this  would

be  proper  for  -your  consideration,  either  on  the  application  of  the 
citizens,  or  in  the  exercise  of  your  own  judgment;  but  while  they 
remain  in  force  on  the  statute  book,  I  can  pursue  no  other  course, 
consistently  with  my  sense  of  duty  than  that  of  enforcing  obedience 
to  them.  Further  experience  may  enable  me  to  suggest  alterations, 
which  in  my  judgment,  might  appear  calculated  to  be  beneficial ; 
and  when  any  such  opinion  shall  be  deliberately  formed,  I  shall  not 
hesitate  to  suggest  to  you  my  views  freely,  as  on  the  present  occa- 
sion, confident  that  you  will  examine  all  my  suggestions  with  care- 
ful deliberation,  and  decide  on  them,  as  in  your  best  judgment  you 
shall  deem  most  beneficial  to  the  welfare  of  your  fellow-citizens.

The  undersigned,  in  compliance  with  the  laws  of  this  corpora- 
tion, present  the  following  report  of  their  proceedings  in  relation  to 
tli.'  several  duties  enjoined  on  them  during  the  past  year. 

The  accompanying  abstract  of  expenditures  (marked  A,)  will 
show  the  several  amounts  of  money  drawn  from  the  register  by  this 
board,  and  that  the  appropriations  were  sufficient  for  the  purposes 
intended,  except  that  for  the  repairs  of  bridges,  which  has  been  over- 
drawn, in  consequence  of  the  great  damage  done  to  the  bridges 
across  Harford  run,  by  the  freshet  last  summer. 

Resolution,  No.#63,  has  not  been  complied  with,  having  been 
overlooked,  in  consequence  of  the  late  period  at  which  a  copy  of  the 
ordinances  was  received  by  this  office. 

This  board  received  proposals  for  the  erection  of  a  wooden  bridge 
across  Jones'  falls,  at  Baltimore  street,  on  the  2Sth  of  March,  but 
o\vm_r  to  the  dilliculties  of  obtaining  the  ground  from  the  vestry  of 
Christ  Church,  they  could  not  contract  for  the  same  until  about  the 
5th  of  September.  The  contractor,  Mr.  George  Millimun,  expected 
to  erect  the  bridge  within  the  year  1S3S,  but  owing  to  the  disappoint- 
ments he  has  met  with  in  the  receipt  of  timber,  this  desirable  object 
has  been  found  impracticable. 

The  bridges  across  Jones'  falls,  at  Pratt,  Centre,  and  Ploughman 
ts  have  been  completed.

To  the  Honourable 

The  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 

Gentlemen : 

In  obedience  to  the  forty-third  section  of  an  ordinance  approved 
May  22,  1S38,  we  have  the  honour  to  transmit  herewith,  a  statement 
of  onr  accounts,  and  to  report  on  the  state  of  the  subjects  committed 
to  our  charge,  viz  : 

The  public  springs  and  fountains  are  in  good  condition,  as  regards 
the  purity  of  the  water. 

The  streets,  lanes,  alleys,  wharves  and  sewers  have  been  kept  in 
as  clean  a  state  as  necessary,  at  an  expense  within  the  sum  appro- 
priated for  that  purpose,  notwithstanding  that  several  streets,  &c. 
have  been,  this  year,  scraped  for  the  first  time. 

The  street  manure  continues  to  be  in  demand,  and  sales  have 
been  made  to  a  larger  amount  the  present  year,  than  heretofore. 

Small-pox  continued  to  prevail  from  the  first  of  the  year  until  the 
latter  end  of  June,  by  which  time,  one  hundred  and  twenty-five 
(125)  cases  of  small-pox  and  varioloid  had  been  reported,  and  the 
different  neighborhoods  vaccinated  ;  of  that  number,  forty-seven  (47) 
pauper  patients  were  sent  to  the  small-pox  hospital,  of  whom*  eleven 
(11)  died.  No  new  case  has  since  been  reported,  nor  in  any  way 
come  to  the  knowledge  of  this  board. 

The  kindness  of  Providence  has  favoured  the  city  with  a  large 
share  of  good  health  for  a  long  time  past,  and  it  will  be  seen  by  the 
Secretary's  annual  report  of  interments,  that,  notwithstanding  an 
increased  population,  the  number  of  deaths,  the  year  just  ended, 
have  been  twenty-three  less  in  number,  than  the  year  before.  On 
this  subject,  please  be  referred  to  the  accompanying  report  from  the 
consulting  physician.

CONSULTING    PHYSICIAN'S    REPORT. 


Baltimore,  5th  January ,  1839. 

To  the  Honourable 

The  Mayor  and  City    Council  of  Baltimore, 

Gentlemen  : 

The  revolution  of  another  year  makes  it  necessary  that  I 
should  render  to  you  in  my  official  capacity,  an  account  of  the 
health  of  our  city  from  the  last  annual  report  to  the  present  time. 

In  performing  that  duty  at  the  opening  of  your  present  session,  it 
affords  me  great  pleasure  to  congratulate  you  upon  the  healthful 
condition  of  our  beloved  city.  We  now  have  good  reason  to  express 
our  devout  gratitude  to  the  Giver  of  all  good  for  his  benign  pro- 
tection in  expelling  from  our  community  a  pestilence,  which  for  a 
season  invaded  every  portion  of  the  city,  interrupting  that  general 
tranquillity  which  happily  results  from  good  health. 

In  my  last  annual  report,  I  stated  that  the  endemic  or  epidemic 
small-pox,  with  its  associates,  varioloid  and  chicken-pox,  had  existed 
in  our  city  throughout  the  entire  year,  requiring  unremitting  atten-

tion  from  the  Board  of  Health  and  Consulting  Physician;  notwith- 
standing the  continued  and  diligent  application  of  the  tune  <>f  the 
board  to  check  those  diseases,  they  continued  lo  afflict  our  city  until 
the  last  o(  Juno  ;  since  which  time  no  case  has  come  to  the  know- 
ledge of  the  Hoard  of  Health,  or  myself  Tims  closed  the  epidemic 
small-pox  and  its  associates  which  commenced  their  sojourn  with  us 
in  is-Ui.  The  whole  number  of  individuals  vaccinated  in  six 
months  amounted  to  one  thousand  (1,000,)  being  seventeen  hundred 
and  fifty-three  less  than  were  vaccinated  during  the  entire  year 
before.  Of  the  above  number,  two  hundred  and  thirty-four  were 
vaccinated  under  the  superintendence  of  Peter  Poy,  Esq.  Commis- 
sioner of  Health  for  the  first  district.  Three  hundred  and  fifty- 
three,  in  the  second  district  under  Col.  Jacob  Deems1  charge,  and 
four  hundred  and  thirteen,  in  the  third  district  superintended  by 
William  Steuart,  Esq. 

I  take  great  pleasure  in  stating  thai  very  fere  refused  for  them- 
selves or  their  children,  the  tendered  vaccination  ;  arising  I  am  sure, 
not  more  from  the  increasing  confidence  of  the  community  in  the 
efficacy  of  vaccination  than  from  their  better  acquaintance  with 
those  to  whom  they  looked  for  the  benefits  which  it  imparts. 

For  the  number  of  cases  of  small  pox  and  varioloid  reported  to  the 
health  otlice,  I  beg  leave  to  refer  you  to  the  report  of  the  commis- 
sioners of  health.  .Many  of  those  cases  the  undersigned  believes 
were  chicken-pox,  yet  as  on  former  occasions  to  prevent  alarm,  free 
vaccination  was  resorted  to.  Here  the  undersigned  again  asks 
leave  to  say,  that  in  no  instance  since  he  has  had  the  honour  of 
being  Consulting  Physician  to  the  Board  o(  Heath,  has  a  single 
case  of  small-pox  or  varioloid,  supervened  upon  one  of  his  vac- 
cinations. 

By  reference  to  he  reportt  of  the  secretary  of  the  board,  it  will  be 
seen  that  there  were  2,691  deaths  during  the  year  1838, — beii 
less  than  in  the  year  1S^7.  There  were  71  deaths  from  small-pox 
which  is  19  more  than  in  the  last  report.  Then'  were  141 
deaths  from  scarlet  fever,  which  is  an  increase  of  4  over  the  last 
year  :  but  there  were  only  4  deaths  from  measles,  whereas  in  lv'!7 
there  were  111.  We  yet  have  scarlet  fever  lingering  with  ns,  but 
how  lon^  it  is  to  remain,  the  undersigned  has  no  speculations  to 
offer,  nor  has  he  any  on  the  general  character  of  epidemic,  conta- 
gious or  infectious  diseasi  s,  more  than,  that  small  pox-will  continue 
to  recur  periodically  as  an  endemic  <>r  epidemic  disease,  until  v 
nation  shall  become  universal  throughout  the  laud;  that  scarlet  I 

and  measles  occur  under  no  fixed  laws,  and  both  seem  disposed  to 
abide  with  us. 

In  relation  to  the  general  dutiei  ging  to  my  office,  I  have 

nothing  of  an  extraordinary  charectei  >rt      It   however  not 

nnrrequently  became  necessary  for  me  to  visit  with  one  or  more  of 
the  commissioners  of  health,   local iti  i   of  holding  the 

germs  at  disease,  with  the  view  of  some  definite  action  in  the  c 

and  1  am  happy  t«>  say  that  no  s«'ri"us  impediment  m  any  instance 
was  ever  interposed.     I   may  therefore  say,  that  the  relation! 

the  Board  of  Health  with  the  community  at  large  has  been  o(  the 
most  friendly  sort.     I  seize   this  as  a  proper  occasion   lo  oiler  my 
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testimony  to  the  judicious  and  diligent  manner  with  which  the 
commissioners  of  health,  all  and  singly,  have  discharged  the  impor- 
tant trusts  placed  in  their  care.

To  the  Honourable 

The  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 

Gentlemen  : 

In  compliance  with  usage,  I  beg  leave  to  report  transactions,  &c. 
connected  with  the  duties  of  the  office  I  have  the  honour  to  hold  under 
the  authorities  of  the  city. 

The  season  of  congratulations  for  the  great  and  unparalleled  mea- 
sure of  health  and  prosperity,  our  city,  under  a  kind  Providence,  has 
enjoyed  for  the  past  year,  it  becomes  us  to  make  the  acknowledg- 
ment in  a  spirit  of  humility.  Having  been  exempt  from  contagious 
(as  well  as  malignant,)  disease,  since  the  expulsion  of  small-pox  and 
varioloid  cases,  which,  for  a  short  period,  held  its  sway  over  a  limited 
portion  of  the  city,  (the  eastern  section,)  which  at  a  former  period,  was 
almost  entirely  exempt,  when  other  sections  were  visited  by  the  severe 
malady  also  for  a  short  space  of  time.  The  late  visitation  by  small- 
pox, &c.  it  appears  to  me,  makes  it  necessary  to  call  the  attention  of 
the  general  government  to  the  carrying  out  the  plan  intended  by  them, 
when  erecting  the  Lazaretto,  for  erecting  a  house  for  the  reception  of 
small-pox  and  other  cases,  brought  to  our  shores,  as  they  occasionally 
are,  by  passengers  and  seamen  from  distant  parts,  and  for  which  we 
are  entirely  unprovided  in  the  proper  place  ;  such  cases,  we  have  been 
compelled  from  necessity  to  send  into  a  part  of  the  city,  now  in  a  rapid 
state  of  improvement.  Your  attention  will  no  doubt  be  called  to  the 
subject  of  this  part  of  my  communication,  from  another  part  of  the 
health  department,  in  a  more  able  manner.  I  have  merely  presumed 
to  touch  this  subject,  from  the  lively  interest  I  take  in  the  prosperity  of 
this  city,  for  her  welfare  is  in  a  great  measure  dependent  on  a  reputa- 
tion for  health.  We  found  the  Lazaretto  of  much  advantage  to  the 
mercantile  interest  of  the  city  during  the  past  hot  season,  as  a  recepta- 
cle for  damaged  grain  which  was  brought  by  vessels  from  Europe  ; 
much  of  which  was  saved  to  the  Owners  and  to  the  country — the 
damaged  portion  was  destroyed. 

During  the  six  months  included  between  the  first  day  of  May  and 
last  day  of  October,  I  boarded  and  examined  into  the  condition  of  67

.  227  brigs,  and  38*1  schooners,  from  which  vessels  I   received 
|9,078,  deducting  10  per  cent,  commission,  $2(H  v<>,  \r\\  a  balance  of 
>l.s7i>  20,  which  was  paid  over  monthly  to  the  register. 
The  expenses  of  the  offices,  including  rent,  boatmen's  wagi  1,  ♦  a- pen- 
barge,  and  salary  of  the  Health  Officer,  amounted  to  $1,  163  09, 
leaving  a  balance  in  favour  of  the  city,  of  $417   11. 

The  whole  number  of  passengers  by  the  above  arrivals  is  5,507,  of 
whom  4,909  were  foreigners,  and  598  were  citizens  of  the  United 
States. 

The  condition  of  the  emigrants  by  the  above  arrivals  was  not  mate- 
rially different  from  that  set  forth  in  my  former  communications,  except 
that  I  found  them  more  generally  in  a  healthy  condition.  Every  atten- 
tion has  been  vigilantly  directed  to  their  cleanly  condition,  as  also  to 
the  cleanliness  of  their  accommodations  on  board  the  vessels  in  which 
they  arrived  ;  and  every  measure  adopted,  consistent  with  the  good  of 
the  city,  to  expedite  commercial  operations.  All  vessels  from  the 
Indies,  when  in  a  perfectly  sound  condition,  and  which  had  been 
exempt  from  contagious  disease,  were,  after  examination,  permitted  to 
proceed  into  dock,  to  discharge  cargo  without  detention.  A  limited 
Dumber  of  cases  of  bilious  disease,  (of  high  grade,)  were  found  amongst 
:he  crews  of  coasters  from  southern  ports,  and  were  sent  promptly  to 
(fie  hospital  ;  the  vessels  then  cleansed  and  ventilated,  and  suffered  to 
proceed  into  dock  with  as  little  delay  as  possible. 
All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

We  herewith  also  hand  you  a  statistical  table,  marked  B,  whic 
shows  the  number  of  prisoners,  their  offences  ;  also,  the  monthly  c 
daily  average  of  prisoners,  and  their  daily  cost  of  subsistence,  &c 

We  estimate  that  the  sum  of  $3,500,  will  be  necessary  for  th 
city's  proportion  of  the  expenses  of  the  jail  for  the  ensuing  year, 

The  Board  of  Visitors  have  great  pleasure  in  again  stating,  thsj 
under  the  Warden,  Mr.  Herring,  the  jail  has  been  managed  to  the;)! 
entire  satisfaction ;  great  attention  has  been  paid  by  him  in  makin 
the  necessary  repairs.  The  three  cells  in  the  north  end  of  the  jai 
have  been  put  in  complete  order,  which  enables  him  to  keep  th 
black  men,  committed  as  debtors,  runaways,  and  for  small  offences 
entirely  separate  from  the  whites,  and  those  committed  for  felon} 
The  gate  and  gateway,  in  consequence  of  the  paving  of  Madiso 
street,  had  to  be  altered,  and  a  road  paved  into  the  yard.  The  sew 
ers  on  the  falls,  and  the  roof  of  the  jail,  have  also  been  repaired,  an 
in  consequence  of  these  repairs,  the  jail  is  in  much  better  conditior 
both  as  to  comfort  and  safety,  and  little  need  be  done  during  tht 
ensuing  year 

Not  much  sickness  has  occurred  among  the  prisoners,  and  on 
death  only  during  the  year,  and  that  from  intemperance  previous  t 
commitment;  when  it  is  taken  into  consideration,  that  the  greate 
proportion  of  the  prisoners  are  persons  of  intemperate  habits,  wounq 
ed  and  bruised,  it  is  remarkable  that  so  few  deaths  have  happen 
among  them. 

The  cost  of  subsistence  of  prisoners,  it  will  be  perceived,  has  bee 
less  than  last  year,  as  also  of  fuel,  which  latter  saving  is  to  be  attr 
buted  to  the  cooking  of  the  prisoners'  food  for  them,  instead  of  lettin 
them  cook  for  themselves.  The  Warden  is  of  the  opinion  the  subsii 
tence  of  prisoners  is  now  at  as  low  a  rate  as  it  can  be  made,  in  whic 
the  board  concur. 

The  Warden  thinks  that  persons  committed  for  debt,  should  I 
better  provided  for  in  regard  to  food,  than  those  committed  for  vioh 
tion  of  the  laws;  the  present  provision  of  twenty  cents  per  diem  f( 
debtors,  does  not  enable  the  board  to  afford  much  comfort  to  th 
unfortunate  debtor  who  is  taken  from  his  family  and  incarcerated  i 
jail.  If  the  fees  were  raised  by  law,  to  $2  80  per  week,  instead  c 
$1  40,  the  present  price,  their  condition  would  be,  of  course,  muc 
better.

TO    THE 

MAYOR    AND    CITY    COU 


To  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 

Gentlemen  : 

The  Commissioners  of  Public  Schools  have  the  honour  to  submit 
their  report  for  the  year  1S3S,  being  their  Tenth  Annual  Report. 

I  pon  the  re-organization  of  the  board,  Mr.  Denison  was  chosen 
President,  Mr.  Cohen,  Treasurer,  and  Mr.  Warner,  Secretary  of  the 
Board. 

The  Public  School  system  having  just  finished  the  tenth  year  of  its 
existence,  it  may  not  be  amiss  to  cast  a  retrospective  glance  upon  the 
past,  that  we  may  the  better  understand  the  position  we  have  real  . 
and  what  are  our  prospects  for  the  future.  That  the  system  was  found- 
ed in  wisdom  and  benevolrnce,  there  can  be  no  doubt ;  but  it  was 
rather  the  result  of  a  strong  conception  of  the  want  that  was  to  be 
supplied,  than  of  clear  and  comprehensive  views  of  the  actual  condi- 
tion of  society,  and  of  the  manner  in  which  that  condition  was  to  be 
improved.  It  was  impossible  in  a  population  so  little  homogeneous  as 
this,  to  frame  a  system  at  once  adequate  to  the  purposes  in  view  and 
tctory  to  the  people.  Hence,  as  might  have  been  expected,  some 
mistakes  have  been  committed. 

It  was  known  and  lamented,  that  in  this  city  as  elsewhere,  a  large 
proportion  of  the  children  of  a  proper  age  were  not  sent  to  school  ;  and 
as  th»  -■  of  private  schools  was   known  to   be  considerable,  and 

was  found  to  press  heavily  upon  the  means  of  the  industrious  classes, 
and  to  be  altogether  beyond  the  resources  of  the  p«»or,  it  was  b 
concluded    (taking  th<  :  rominent   for  the  most   efl  use,) 

all  that  was  necesssarv  in  order  to  increase  the  amount  of  popular 
education  to  any  extent,  was,  to  provide  a  sufficient  number  of  schools 
altogether   free,   or  such  as  could  be  entered   a'  low  rate.      In 

coniormity  with  this  idea,  is  upon  the    i 

were  first  established,  by  v.  — and  as  the  excitement  of 

the  occasion,  the  love  o;"  .    and  perhaps    \\.- 
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caused  a  great  rush  into  the  schools,  they  were  soon  filled,  and  it  was  I 
supposed  that  if  these  schools  were  sufficiently  multiplied,  the  intend- 
ed  object   would   be   attained.     In  a  short  time,  however,  the  public  ] 
became    dissatisfied    with   the    mechanical    methods    and    unprofitable  ] 
manoeuvres  of  the    Lancasterian   schools,  and  with   the  very  limited 
range  of  instruction  they  afford.     The  schools  fell  off,  and  it  becamed 
necessary    to    adopt    a    system    more    congenial   to    the    public  taste. 
Accordingly,  the  Lancasterian  method  was  dropped,  at  least  so  much 
of  it  as  appeared  to  be  objectionable,  and  a  modified  monitorial  systerafi 
was   adopted  in  its   stead.     At  the   same   time,   more  liberal  salaries}! 
were   allowed  ;   a   wider  range   of  instruction  was   adopted,    and  our 
establishments  were  placed  in  all  respects  upon  an  equal  footing  with 
the  best  private  schools.     All  this  was  right,  and   we  have  seen  nor 
reason  to  change  or  to  regret  the  system  then  or  shortly  after  that  time, 
matured,  as  explained  to  the  Council  in  our  Third  Annual  Report — a 
system  which  has  received  the  sanction  of  the  most  enlightened  and 
experienced  teachers  ;  and  which,   seven  years  having  elapsed,  now , 
bears  the  stamp   of  time.     Still,  however,   after  the   adoption  of  this 
more  liberal  system,  economy  was  considered  the  main  point,  so  far  as 
parents  and  guardians  were  concerned  ;  and,  overlooking  the  various 
other  difficulties   and   considerations  that  prevent  children  being  sent 
to  school — with   a  view  to  economy  of  permanent  expenditure,  and 
that  the  quarter  payments  might  be  low  and  might  yet  defray  a  con- 
siderable part  of  the  annual  expense — buildings  were  erected  sufficient- 
ly capacious  to  accommodate  a  greater  number  of  children  than  can 
conveniently  be  gathered  together  at  any  one  point,  or  than  any  one 
neighbourhood  will  afford. 

Fortunately,  this  additional  room  is  not  lost  nor  thrown  away.  It 
affords  space  for  either  a  temporary  or  permanent  expansion  of  the 
school ;  it  insures  a  constant  supply  of  light  and  air,  beyond  almost  the 
possibility  of  the  one  being  obstructed  and  the  other  vitiated,  as  is  too 
often  the  case  in  private  schools ;  and  the  great  extent  of  the  room 
gives  ample  scope  for  the  display  of  the  large  skeleton  maps,  for  the 
use  of  the  blackboards,  and  an  opportunity  of  exercising  several  classes 
in  different  pursuits  at  the  same  time  in  different  parts  of  the  room,  yet 
all  under  the  eye  of  the  master,  without  interfering  with  or  disturbing 
one  another. 

The  number  of  scholars  that  can  be  taught  satisfactorily  in  the  male 
schools  without  additional  aid,  cannot  be  exactly  known,  as  it  depends 
upon  the  talent,  industry,  capacity,  and  above  all,  upon  the  authority  of 
the  teacher  ;  qualities,  so  differently  possessed  by,  and  so  variously 
combined  in  different  individuals  ;  but  as  soon  as  experience  shows 
that  the  maximum  has  been  reached  in  any  of  the  schools,  the  proper 
corrective  will  be  applied,  either  by  the  use  of  paid  monitors,  as  was 
once  done  with  good  effect  in  No.  1,  or  by  the  appointment  of  addi- 
tional teachers. 

There  is  a  difference  of  opinion  in  the  board,  as  to  which  of  these 
expedients  is  the  best.  The  use  of  paid  monitors  recommends  itself 
by  the  consideration — that  if  promising  young  men,  having  a  call  to 
and  a  talent  for  the  occupation  of  teacher,  could  be  induced  to  remain 
several  years  longer  in  the  schools  for  a  small  compensation — at  the 
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same  time  teaching  and  being  taught — they  would  become  thoroughly 
grounded  in  the  system  that  is  pursued,  with  all  its  peculiarities;  they 

:  would  become  practically  acquainted  with  its  excellencies  and  defects  ; 
they   would    be    prepared    for    taking    upon    themselves    the   principal 

I  charge,  when  arrived  at  the  proper  age  and  discretion,  and  thus  a 
number  of  competent  teachers  would  be  formed,  without  the  aid  of 
normal  schools,  institutions  which  come  less  within  the  province  of  the 
city  than  the  state.  On  the  other  hand,  assistant  monitors  would  not 
possess  the  same  authority  in  the  schools  as  would  assistant  teachers  ; 
and  the  latter  would  be  far  more  satisfactory  to  the  parents. 

If  the  utility  of  the  Public  Schools  were  estimated  solely  by  the 
number  of  pupils  they  contain,  a  very  wrong  estimate  of  their  value 
would  be  formed.  Their  indirect  influence  upon  education  generally, 
is  perhaps  of  more  value  to  society  than  the  amount  of  positive  instruc- 
tion they  afford.  Standing  as  they  do  conspicuous  and  apart — observ- 
ing a  mildly  enforced  but  a  steady  and  ceaseless  discipline — dispensing 
a  very  extensive  system  of  instruction,  by  the  best  methods  and  from 
the  best  books — ever  watchful  over  the  manners,  morals,  and  conversa- 
tion of  their  pupils  ;  so  that  nothing  gross,  or  indecent,  or  indecorous 
passes  unadmonished  or  unrepressed  within  their  walls — they  furnish  a 
constant  standard  of  comparison  and  a  constant  object  of  competition, 
to  the  other  schools — which  they,  for  their  own  sakes,  must  always 
endeavour  to  reach  or  to  excel.  In  this  way  the  Public  Schools  have 
acted  beneficially  upon  education,  and  through  it,  upon  the  whole 
frame- work  of  society. 

Many  parents  send  their  children  to  school  for  a  specific  purpose, 
namely,  to  learn  to  read,  write  and  cypher,  and  are  averse  to  a  more 

i  extensive  scale  of  instruction.     They  altogether  overlook  or  are  com- 

I  pelled  to  forego,  the  general  improvement  their  children  would  derive 
from  a  long  and  steady  attendance  at  school.  Their  object  is,  to  bind 
them  out  or  to  employ  them,  as  speedily  as  possible,  and  when  the 
little  learning  they  think  necessary  is  acquired,  their  children  are  re- 
moved. Others  again,  are  extremely  anxious  on  the  subject,  and  give 
to  their  children  all  the  opportunities  they  can  possibly  afford  them. 
But  the  interval  between  the  ages  of  seven  and  twelve  is  soon  passed, 
and  the  boys  are  hurried  from  school,  or  perhaps  from  indispensable 
domestic  services,  to  the  work  shop,  the  manufactory  or  die  store, 
before  the  proper  literary  acquirements  have  been  made,  or  the  founda- 
tion of  future  improvement  has  been  laid. 

Thus,  within  the  last  two  years,  according  to  a  list  furnished  by  Mr. 
McJilton,  about  two  hundred  and  liiu  boys,  between  the  I  leven 

and  fourteen  have  been  withdrawn  from  No.  1,  to  be  employed  in 
various  occupations — very  few  indeed  to  1m-  transferred  t<>  higher 
schools.  The  necessity  of  being  taught  at  the  work-bench  or  the 
counter,  the  differenl  professions  that  are  to  bo  followed  in  after  life,  is 
an  almost  insuperable  bar  to  the  thorough  education  of  a  mechanical 
and  trading  community,  and  renders  it  of  the  last  importance  that  we 
should  begin  early  with  the  young,  and  lay  the  foundation  as  b  I 
and  deep  as  possible ;   and  that  some  specis  it  should    !»'■  made 

by  law  for  the  education  of  the  apprentice  class;  or  that  such  education 
should  become  one  of  the  fixed  habits  of  domestic  life.     In  this  con- 
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nection,  Sunday,  and  night  schools,  lyceums,  and  other  similar  institu- 
tions, open  libraries,  &c.  are  of  immense  importance,  and  ought  to  be 
fostered  by  legislation  as  well  as  by  individual  effort. 

These  are  a  few  of  the  causes  amongst  many,  that  keep  down  the 
numbers  in  our  schools.  Their  very  efficiency  thins  their  ranks.  For 
at  whatever  age  a  scholar  may  have  learned  to  read,  write,  and  cypher, 
his  education  is  supposed  to  be  complete  ;  in  many  cases,  parents 
have  no  adequate  idea  of  the  infinite  degrees  in  which  these  accom- 
plishments may  be  possessed,  and  the  pupil  is  removed,  if  a  boy,  to  be 
bound  out,  if  a  girl,  to  the  discharge  of  domestic  duties. 

Many  causes  besides  the  want  of  money  or  of  confidence,  might  be 
enumerated,  why  the  whole  population  may  not,  or  cannot  be  sent  to 
school,  but  they  will  suggest  themselves.  It  is  sufficient  for  us  to 
know,  that  some  of  these  causes  must  continue  to  operate,  because 
they  are  beyond  our  control.  In  the  meantime,  we  are  satisfied  that 
the  schools  deserve,  and  we  believe,  that  they  enjoy  the  confidence  of 
the  public.  During  the  year  1838,  between  six  and  seven  hundred 
certificates  of  admission  have  been  issued,  and  what  is  remarkable  as 
not  having  occured  to  the  same  extent  in  any  former  year,  the  whole, 
with  few  exceptions,  have  been  carried  in.  Many  scholars  that  had 
been  removed  from  various  causes  have  been  re-entered,  and  assurances 
of  satisfaction  from  parents  and  guardians,  and  tokens  of  respect  and 
gratitude  from  pupils  that  had  left  the  schools,  have  been  received  in 
many  instances  by  the  teachers. 

The  period  has  not  yet  arrived  for  the  schools  to  have  taken  that 
hold  upon  the  affections  of  the  people,  they  are  destined  to  assume. 
There  are  certainly  now  in  the  city  not  less  than  one  thousand  young 
persons  filling  various  situations  in  life,  who  have  received  their  educa- 
tion at  the  public  schools  ;  as  yet,  however,  they  are  too  young  and  in 
too  dependent  situations,  to  control  the  actions  of  others  or  their  own ; 
in  a  few  years,  their  number  will  have  swelled  to  several  thousands; 
many  will  have  become  parents,  and  will  have  families  to  direct.  They 
will  look  back  with  affection  u  pon  the  schools  of  their  youth — where 
they  received  the  rudiments  of  letters — where  they  were  treated  with 
gentleness  and  respect — where  they  spent  so  many  happy  and  profit- 
able hours — thus,  the  affections  .of  their  hearts  will  be  enlisted  in  our 
favour,  and  we  may  confidently  predict,  that  they  will  act  warmly  in 
our  behalf.  Then,  and  not  till  then — perhaps  some  seven  years  hence, 
will  the  schools  have  taken  that  firm  hold  of  the  affections  of  the  peo- 
ple they  are  destined  to  assume. 

Under  all  these  considerations,  the  leaning  of  the  board  at  present 
is,  to  advance  the  system  by  a  more  general  diffusion  of  schools  over 
the  city,  but  to  construct  them  of  smaller  dimensions.  The  proximity 
of  a  school  is  the  decisive  point  with  many  families,  for  the  convenience 
and  comfort  of  their  younger  children,  and  is  an  advantage  to  all  fami- 
lies that  is  seldom  overlooked. 

For  the  present,  however,  the  board  recommend  the  erection  of 
only  one  additional  building,  somewhere  in  the  vicinity  of  Crook's 
factory — in  a  situation  nearly  equi-distant  between  No.  1,  at  the  cor- 
ner of  Fayette  and  Green  streets,  and  No.  3,  in  Aisquith  street ;  which 
will  accommodate  a  large  and  increasing  population,  almost  too  far  off 
at  present  to  send  to  either  of  the  schools  last  mentioned.     It  is  very 
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probable  that  one  additional  school,  besides  the  one  now  recommended, 
may  be  required  during  the  course  of  the  ensuing  year. 

The  regular  course  of  instruction  in  the  schools  is  the  same  as  here- 
tofore reported,  and  is  as  full  as  that  of  the  best  private  English  schools, 
viz  :  reading,  writing,  arithmetic,  grammar,  geography,  the  elements  of 
history.  Sec;  and  certain  boys  more  advtBOed  than  the  rest,  or  at  the 
special  instance  of  their  friends,  study  apart,  and  are  instructed  in  book- 
keeping by  double  entry,  in  the  elements  of  algebra,  in  mensuration, 
■C.  All  these  studies  are  aided  by  the  best  book*,  by  an  ample  sup- 
pi)'  of  stationery  :  all  the  boys  writing  anon  paper  every  day;  and  by 
all  the  appliances  to  boot,  that  arc  usual  in  other  schools,  and,  by  some, 
that  are  peculiar  to  ourselves. 

Daring  the  present  year,  the  system  of  simultaneous  exercises  so 
much  insisted  upon  in  former  reports,  has  been  carried  out  with  increas- 
ed energy,  precision  and  effect,  in  male  schools  Nos.  3  and  4,  and  with 
great  profit  to  the  scholars.  These  schools,  are  in  the  highest  state  of 
discipline  and  improvement,  and  leave  nothing  to  desire. 

This  system  is  based  upon  the  idea,  that  a  more  definite  and  positive 
method  of  instruction  was  wanted  in  the  schools  ;  so  that  if  a  child 
were  asked  what  he  had  learned  at  school,  and  he  were  to  answer 
that  he  had  learned  grammar,  and  arithmetic,  and  geography — and  the 
question  were  further  asked,  but  what  did  grammar,  and  arithmetic, 
and  geography,  teach  you  ? — he  might  be  able  to  count  ofT  upon  his 
fingers,  a  thousand  distinct  principles,  and  facts,  and  rules,  and  defini- 
nitions,  that  he  had  learned,  and  learned  to  apply — things  in  reality,  for 
principles  are  things — which  he  will  carry  with  him  through  life,  which 
he  can  call  up  and  can  apply  to  practice  at  any  moment,  and  which 
give  him  a  fund  of  ground-work  knowledge,  as  the  Germans  call  it, 
that  can  never  be  forgotten.  This  may  be  called  the  axiomatic  method 
of  instruction,  and  is  a  system  destined  to  fix  a  new  era  in  popular 
education. 

In  reference  to  this  subject,  Mr.  R.  Connolly,  teacher  of  male  school 
No.  .'3,  ^a\^  in  his  report,  'in  presenting  my  first  annual  report,  1  avail 
If  of  the  occasion  to  express  the  high  satisfaction  the  duty  of 
yielded  me  in  pursuing  the  system  adopted  in  the  Public 
Schools,  and  I  am  gratified  in  being  able  to  state,  that  the  many  mani- 
festations of  approbation  I  have  received  from  parents  who  have 
watched  the  progress  of  their  children,  and  from  others  who  have  wit- 
nessed the  exercises  of  the  school,  have  fully  confirmed  the  estimate  I 
had  formed  of  the  system  in  operation,  from  my  own  experience  of  its 
superior  US<  fulneSS,    &C.

Thomas  W.   Vka/ey,   Governor  of  Maryland^ 
Sir: 

The  president  and  directors  of  the  Baltimore  and  Susquehanna 
Rail  Road  Company  have  the  honour  to  lay  before  you  a  report  of 
the  operations  of  the  company  during  the  past  year. 

The  track  having  been  laid  from  Baltimore  to  the  borough  of 
York,  cars  for  the  transportation  of  passengers  between  those  places 
have  been  running  daily  since  the  23d  of  August  last;  and  soon 
after  that  period,  the  carriage  of  produce  and  merchandise  was  also 
commenced.  The  latter  was,  and  still  continues  to  be  limited  in 
extent,  both  from  the  unfinished  state  of  the  company's  works  at 
each  extremity  of  the  road,  and  from  the  want  of  a  sufficient  num- 
ber of  cars  to  accommodate  all  the  business  that  has  olfered.  It  has 
however  gone  on  progressively  increasing. 

The  following  statement  shews  the  amount  of  transportation, 
both  of  passengers,  and  of  produce  and  merchandise,  from  the 
opening  of  the  ioad,  to  the  first  of  December,  viz.

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A  sufficient  number  of  rails  to  lay  the  track  to  the  city  not  having 
arrived  from  England,  the  company  found  itself  last  spring  com- 
pelled either  to  abandon  the  hope  of  opening  the  road  during  the 
summer,  or  to  repair  the  old  track  from  Baltimore  to  Timonium. 
The  latter  alternative  was  adopted  and  the  wooden  structure  was 
consequently  renewed,  with  the  old  plate  rail  which  had  before  been 
in  use.  This  track  will  serve  for  a  short  period,  until  a  proper  one 
can  be  constructed,  and  will  afterwards  be  found  very  serviceable 
in  carrying  on  with  horse-power  the  transportation  of  lime  and 
stone  from  the  quaries  near  Timonium,  and  of  grain  and  flour  to  and 
from  the  different  mills  on  Jones'  falls;  a  trade  which  could  not 
well  be  accommodated  without  such  additional  track. 

The  construction  of  the  rail  road  between  York  and  Wrightsville, 
has  been  continued  by  the  Wrightsville,  York  and  Gettysburg  com- 
pany during  the  year;  and  the  graduation  of  it  being  now  nearly  if 
not  entirely  completed,  it  is  ready  for  the  reception  of  the  rails.  It 
is  proposed  that  a  subscription  be  made  to  the  capital  stock  of  that 
company  by  the  Baltimore  and  Susquehanna  Rail  Road  company 
of  the  amount  of  the  debt  due  by  the  former  to  the  latter.  The 
difficulties  in  the  way  of  an  arrangement  between  the  two  companies 
are  it  is  hoped  almost  entirely  removed ;  and  as  soon  as  the  terms  of 
the  proposed  subscription  are  satisfactorily  adjusted,  the  laying  of 
the  track  may  be  commenced,  and  speedily  completed.  When  this 
is  done  the  long  desired  connection  between  the  city  of  Baltimore 
and  the  Susquehanna  river  and  the  Pennsylvania  state  works,  will 
be  finally  and  effectually  secured. 

According  to  the  provisions  of  the  ordinances  of  the  mayor  and 
city  council  of  Baltimore,  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  of  the  stock 
to  be  loaned  to  the  company  by  the  city,  was  not  to  be  issued  until 
the  completion  of  the  several  branches  of  the  road  which  the  com- 
pany were  required  to  construct  to  different  points  within  the  city, 
after  the  main  road  to  York  should  be  finished. 

At  an  extra  session  of  the  council,  in  October  last,  these  provi- 
sions were  so  modified  as  to  entitle  the  company  to  receive  portions 
of  the  said  stock,  as  different  parts  of  the  track  should  be  construct- 
ed. All  the  branches  within  the  city  have  been  put  under  contract, 
and  one  of  them  extending  from  the  outer  depot,  down  North  to 
Saratoga  street,  now  requires  but  a  few  days  work  to  complete  it. 

Notwithstanding  the  additional  loans  made  to  the  company  last 
year  by  the  state,  and  the  city  of  Baltimore,  the  board  regret  to  state 
that  their  means  have  proved  inadequate  to  defray  the  cost  of  their 
works.  The  expenses  which  have  been  found  to  attend  their  con- 
struction, and  the  unexpected  delays  in  their  completion,  which 
involved  the  continued  payment  of  interest  by  the  company  for  a 
period  beyond  that  at  which  they  had  calculated  upon  deriving  a 
revenue  from  the  road,  exhausted  the  funds  of  the  company,  and 
left  them  unable  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  the  quarter's  interest 
due  to  the  state  and  the  city  on  the  first  of  October.  The  board  will 
take  an  early  opportunity  of  laying  before  the  executive  a  full 
statement  of  all  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  company, 
together  with  all  such  information  in  regard  to  their  operations  as 
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may  be    desired.     They   deem    it   therefore  DDI  into 

details  on  this  occasion,  trusting  confidently,  however,  that  the 

feost  careful  examination  into  ali   their  proceedings   will   shew,  that 

lllthough  the  cost  of  their  works  has  gone  beyond  their  i  rpectai 

the  funds  entrusted  to  them  have  been  strictly  appropriated  to  carry 

(out  the  intentions  of  tl  iture,  in  such  mode  a  I  to 

I  be  dictated  by  a  sound  policy. 

Until  the  road  shall  be  fully  in  operation,  and  the  (Beans  of  trans- 
Iportation  shall  be  adequate  to  do  all  the  business  offering  upon  it,  the 
company  must  remain  unable  to  meet  the  payment  for  interest, 
according  to  their  engagements.  But  the  board  are  gratified  at  being 
enabled  to  state,  that  their  confidence  in  the  sufficiency  of  the  reve- 
nue to  be  derived  from  the  road  when  thus  completed,  to  meet  all 
the  charges  «  f  interest  upon  it.  besides  affording  to  the  state  and  city 
all  the  benefits  winch  have  been  anticipated,  is  not  impaired,  but  has 
on  the  contrary,  been  strengthened  by  the  partial  experience  already 
afforded.  Even  with  the  interruption  to  the  communication  with  the 
Pennsylvania  works,  which  is  caused  by  the  rail  road  to  Wrights- 
ville  being  unfinished,  preparations  are  now  making  by  two  dill 
transportation  lines,  which  have  been  in  operation  between  Philadel- 
phia and  Pittsburg,  to  run  daily  lines  between  Baltimore  and  Pitts- 
burg, as  s  ;i  as  the  canal  navigation  shall  open  in  the  spring. 
Besides  this,  the  trade  from  those  portions  of  Pennsylvania  which  lie 
(in  proximity  to  the  county  of  York,  will  furnish  an  amount  of  busi- 
which  would,  perhaps,  alone  have  justified  the  construction  of 
the  road.  Combined  however,  with  that  which  it  will  command 
from  the  neighbouring-  waters  of  the  Susquehanna,  and  above  all, 
from  the  great  lines  of  internal  improvement,  extending  to  the 
•western  waters  and  the  northern  lakes,  so  soon  as  the  expected  com- 
munication shall  be  formed  with  them,  the  Baltimore  and  Susque- 
hanna rail  road  will,  as  the  board  confidently  tru  return  to  the 
State  of  Maryland  and  the  city  of  Baltimore,  a  full  remuneration  for 
(the  fostering  aid  which  has  been  extended  to  it. 

The  board  will  only,  in  addition  to  what  has  been  said,  notice  the 
further  consideration,  that  whilst  at  all  times  a  work  connecting  with 
the  improvements  lending  through  Pennsylvania  to  the  west  and 
north,  must  command  a  very  large  amount  ot  business,  the  trade  of 
those  quarters  with  the  city  of  Baltimore  will  probably  br  mainly 
if  not  exclusively  carried  on  for  several  years  by  the  route  of  the 
Baltimore  and  Susquehanna  rail  mad.  and  the  Pennsylvania  works; 
as  much  time  must  necessarily  elapse  before  the  other  channels  of 
connection  now  forming  can  be  completed  and  put  in  operation.

To   General  S.   C.  Leakin, 

Mayor  of  the  City  of  Baltimore, 
Sir: 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  a  copy  of  a  report  made  on 
the  21  st  ult.  to  his  Excellency  the  Governor  of  the  State,  of  the 
operations  of  the  Company  during  the  past  year.  Since  the  date  of 
that  report,  the  work  on  the  branch  roads  in  the  city  has  advanced 
as  rapidly  as  the  weather  permitted.  The  track  from  the  outer 
depot  down  North  street  to  Saratoga  street  is  very  nearly  completed, 
and  the  passenger  cars,  will  it  is  expected  run  regularly  upon  it 
next  week.  The  graduation  of  the  routes  through  Howard  street 
and  Canal  street  is  also  in  progress. 

The  ordinance  passed  at  the  extra  session  of  the  council,  and 
approved  November  1st,  directing  the  city  stock  to  be  delivered  to 
the  company  as  their  works  advanced,  has  enabled  them  to  continue 
those,  to  promote  which  was  the  object  of  the  council.  The  amount 
of  $30,0U0  first  received,  was  applied  to  the  redemption  of  the 
small  notes  issued  by  the  company,  to  the  completion  of  the  depot 
buildings  at  Baltimore  and  York  and  the  payment  for  burden  cars 

In  addition  to  the  information  which  was  in  possession  of  the 
council  at  their  recent  session,  I  beg  leave  to  state  that  every  day's 
experience  strengthens  the  conviction  of  the  board,  that  a  very 
extensive  business  will  be  done  on  the  road  in  the  coming  spring, 
if  the  necessary  facilities  can  be  afforded  to  it,  and  that  on 
the  opening  of  canal  navigation,  a  regular  communication  with 
Pittsburg,  will  be  established,  although  the  road  from  York  to 
Wrightsville  may  remain  unfinished.  The  board  have,  moreover, 
the  gratification  of  being  enabled  to  express  the  hope  that  an 
arrangement  will  soon  be  effected  with  the  Wrightsville,  York  and 
Gettysburg  rail  road  company,  which  may  lead  to  the  immediate 
completion  of  that  road,  securing  afthe  same  time  to  this  company 
the  use  of  it  on  fair  and  equitable  terms,
